Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: applicant's 
amendments and comments, received December 22, 2009, are deemed to overcome 
the prior art of record. The examiner confirms that while Collins discloses the provision 
of a fluid, there Is no suggestion or disclosure of providing the fluid through a lumen and 
a distal opening in the mandrel as required by claim 1 . Additionally, applicant's 
comments regarding the limitations of claim 23 (page 7 of the response) are also 
deemed persuasive. Collins clearly provides for independent movement between the 
first sheath (24 - corresponding to the anchor portion in claim 23) and the first stop 
portion (20 - corresponding to the cap portion in claim 23) and it cannot be fairly 
interpreted that the anchor portion is secured to the cap portion with the mandrel 
secured to the anchor portion and a distal end of the braided conductive member is 
secured between the cap and anchor portions as asserted by applicant.
